The people of A m erica have been 
in the h ab it of w asting more than two 
dollars per capita every year through 
perm itting fires to destroy $250,000,- 
000 of property 
each 
year. 
T heir 
fire w aste is g reater than th a t of any 
other nation on earth. 
And m ost of 
the fires th at cause this ^ reai de- 
"t ructions are preventable fires. 
The thought is in connection w ith 
the general observance of fire and ac­ 
cident prevention day, which, ny ex­ 
ecutive proclam ation, was set for S at­ 
urday. 
In the proclam ations by the 
several governois of the states it was 
pointed out th at fire loss is absolute 
destruction of property. 
It differs 
from m ost other so-called losses in 
th a t it is not a tran sfer of w ealth or 
of the products of labor, which is the 
sam e thing, but annihilation of it. The 
goods th at belonged to one yesterday 
and to another today are still of bene­ 
fit to society. But the goods th at were 
in existence yesterday and are ashes 
today are of no benefit to anybody, 
nor ever can be. 
They are gone. 
So for a season of years it has been 
the object of economists and sta te s­ 
men and frugal persons and good citi­ 
zens who thought of the situation to 
teach the people of the United S tates 
the im portant lesson th a t fire w aste 
is u tter w aste.
